A Short Guide to Use of the Thesaurus 
Introduction 


The thesaurus is used to index and give subject-access to 
information in the field of peace and security. It is a controlled 
vocabulary of related terms used to describe and access a specific 
domain of knowledge. 


Keyword-Out-Of-Context (KWOC) Index 


This alphabetical index to keywords and acronyms used in the 
thesaurus will make it easy to locate the descriptors that are used 
to describe the subject you are looking for (starts on p.21). Note 
that the KWOC does not include keywords from the appendicies, nor 
does it contain non-terms found in the thesaurus. 


Definitions 
Each entry has the following information:

How to Use the Thesaurus 


The descriptors are to be used in combinations to get an accurate 
description of the subject. 


Choose from 1 to 4 descriptors that best describe your subject 
matter. For example: 


An article on American nuclear-powered submarines docking in 
Canadian ports. 


From the thesaurus (after checking the KWOC Index) you retrieve: 


NUCLEAR-POWERED SUBMARINES 
PORTS 


The addition of identifiers increases specificity. In this case: 


Trident 
Tomahawk 
United States 
Vancouver 


All these terms can be applied to the article; it will then be easy 
to retrieve by subject when required. 


When indexing, all items should be given descriptors, and 
identifiers if appropriate, but never use only identifiers to index 
an item. 


A Note on Indexing Specificity 


As a general rule, when you are indexing, avoid using the broadest 
or most general descriptors unless the subject matter itself is 
broad or general in nature. Instead, index using the descriptors 
that most precisely represent the information in the document you 
have. For example: 


If you have an article on sea-launched cruise missiles and 

their guidance systems, choose the descriptor "SEA-LAUNCHED CRUISE 
MISSILES". Use it in conjunction wien) "GUIDANCE SYSTEMS" and add 
the relevant identifiers - e.g.,"Tomahawk" (a type of sea-launched 
cruise missile). 


Make use of the NTs, BTs and RTs attached to a descriptor. . They 
can point you to a more relevant descriptor, which in turn may have 
useful NTs’, -BIs! 0m RTs: sattached ptco sit. 


How you index a document will depend in part on the nature of your 
clientele and the size of your collection, as well as on the 
document itself. If the collection is small enough in this area, 
the specificity of "SEA-LAUNCHED “CRUISE? MISSILES" may” not be 
necessary; "CRUISE MISSILES" iormeven a MiSsiiESs Uawa lin isutfice. 
Likewise, an article on sea-launched cruise missiles may be 
relevant to general information on cruise missiles and therefore 
could be indexed using both "CRUISE MISSILES" and "SEA-LAUNCHED 
CRUTSHeMES Sian Sar. 
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Abbreviated Thesaurus 


For those who find the vocabulary in this thesaurus too detailed, 
we have created a list of approximately 50 terms, representing the 
broadest descriptors found in the thesaurus. Users can then have 
the choice of restricting themselves to the use of these 
descriptors, or going into the greater detail provided for in the 
body of the thesaurus. 


This abbreviated thesaurus is a suggested list. Those with 
different types of collections might wish to go through the 
thesaurus and create their own abbreviated thesaurus that better 
reflects the balance of their own collection. The abbreviated 
thesaurus is not designed to interact with the full thesaurus in 
indexing and retrieving citations: the level of specificity 
exercised in the full thesaurus means that many documents indexed 
using the full thesaurus will not be indexed under broader 
descriptors in the abbreviated thesaurus. (see "A note on indexing 
Speciticity”™, pp. 10)

Note : Those centres whose users are less familiar with the 
terminology may choose to reverse the use of non-terms and 
descriptors (i.e.,the non-terms become descriptors and the 
descriptors become non-terms). For example:

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What is a thesaurus ? 


There are many definitions of a thesaurus. For those who wish to 
pursue this subject in greater detail, Foskett and Lancaster are 
recommended (see bibliography). However, for our purposes the 
following definition suffices: 


A thesaurus is a controlled vocabulary of related 
terms used to consistently describe and access a 
specific domain of knowledge; a device used to structure 
the storage of bibliographic information. 


The controlled vocabulary used here consists of a combination of 
two parts -- descriptors and identifiers. Detailed explanation of 
their function is found below in the Alphabetical Thesaurus section 
OLethe guide.

It is hoped that it will also be taken up by 
other information professionals to create yet greater common access 
to their” own collections. 


History of the thesaurus 


When Information Services at the Canadian Institute FOL 
International Peace and Security was first established, it was 
decided that it should work on the creation of a thesaurus in 
Canada’s two official languages, English and French. The thesaurus 
would cover the terminology of peace and security and would be an 
important step towards the creation of a database encompassing 
peace and security issues. 


The Library of Congress subject headings, usually employed for 
like tasks, were not considered viable. They were too general, 
not pertinent, or even non-existent; a much more precise subject 
nomenclature was necessary. 


Investigations were made to ensure there would be no duplication 
of existing thesauri. It was found that those available did not 
cover all aspects of the Institute’s mandate, and those that 
partially” fulfilled the mandate were ‘dated.

Initially, a consultant was hired to begin developing the 
thesaurus. Various existing thesauri and glossaries were 
consulted. Among those consulted were: the United Nations’ 
Macrothesaurus and UNBIS Thesaurus, and the NATO Glossary of Terms 
and Definitions (English and French). Further terms were taken 
from L. Motiuk’s Strategic Studies Reading Guide, from literature 
searches in the subject areas, and from a list drafted by an 
Institute Research Associate, Ron Purver. 


The first draft was available and tested in early 1986. Since then 
various people, particularly the Information Services Consultative 
Group, have worked on the thesaurus to bring it to its present 
form. 


Automation and the thesaurus 


The thesaurus is being used by CIIPS to create an automated 
database containing references to materials encompassed by the 
Institute’s mandate. Draft versions of the thesaurus have been 
tested in a working environment by indexing in-house items on an 
indexing software package (INMAGIC). Because the thesaurus has 
been created in a quasi-online environment this has influenced the 
present-day version. 


The user should keep in mind that although print versions of the 
thesaurus, and the products produced with it, are an important part 
of its distribution, the eventual automation of the thesaurus, as 
well as its present and future use in an automated environment, is 
anwinplicitapart cof ths overall designvy and. structure. Thrsewill 
become particularly evident in the section dealing with identifiers 
and descriptors, their use and combinations. 


Apart from an in-house database on peace and security matters, the 
thesaurus iwill be,sused {tou create. sayy variety .. of, indexes, 
bibliographies, databases, and related research aids. These items, 
as well as the thesaurus, will be distributed through many media: 
print, online access and digital storage technology. 


Users of the Thesaurus 
This tool has been produced with specific groups of users in mind. 


First, the thesaurus is for the in-house work of CIIPS staff. The 
Information Services staff in the library make heavy use of it for 
the indexing and retrieval of research materials. Other staff will 
use the thesaurus in conjunction with their own use of the 
library’s database. 


Secondly, and more importantly to the broader aspects of the CIIPS 
mandate, this thesaurus is aimed at a much wider audience outside 
of the Institute. It is aimed at two distinct audiences: 
information professionals who wish to use this thesaurus as an 
indexing tool for their own collections; and any others, experts 
or non-experts in these issues, who wish to access CIIPS’ 
information, use the thesaurus to index their own collection, or 
use it as a glossary of vocabulary in the field.

Information professionals might also wish to use this thesaurus as 
a macrothesaurus or a microthesaurus for their own projects. In 
other words, this thesaurus could be the basis for reworking, to 
a lesser or greater degree, for the creation of other thesauri; a 
step towards a distinct Canadian voice in the vocabulary of peace 
and security issues.

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INTRODUCTION TO THE KEYWORD-OUT-OF-CONTEXT (KWOC) INDEX 


A KWOC index takes all the keywords from a phrase including 
acronyms, sorts them into alphabetical order, and aligns them. 
In this manner, all the occurrences of an individual keyword appear 
together so that the user can locate the phrase and context in 
which a particular word is used. For example, if the keyword was 
CONFLICT, the KwWoc for that term would look like this:

As the thesaurus terms are arranged in natural word order, this is 
a useful way to ‘class’ keywords and their associated concepts 
together. Once the keyword has been located in the KWOC, and the 
desired term identified, simply turn to it in the Alphabetical 
Thesaurus to see how to use it correctly. 


The user is advised to use the Kwoc. It will not only speed 
searching in the Alphabetical Thesaurus, it will also provide an 
effective overview of the thesaurus’ terminology.

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INTRODUCTION TO THE THESAURUS 


This section comprises two parts. The first part describes the use 
of the controlled vocabulary (descriptors) and uncontrolled 
vocabulary (identifiers), and how they are used in combination. 
The second part describes the conventions and selection policies 
used: it should be read thoroughly. 


Descriptors, Identifiers and Non-terms 


Descriptors are used to describe (index) and retrieve the 
information at hand. As they are controlled, or limited, in order 
to treat the same subject matter the same way, every time, they 


provide subject access to an aspect of peace and security issues. 
Examples of descriptors would be: 


AIRCRAFTor MISSILES: “(avtypewor :class of thing) 

DETERRENCE or PACIFISM (a concept or theory) 

FOREIGN POLLCY or STRATEGIC: STUDIES ‘(afield or study Jor 
endeavour) 


However, descriptors do not describe specific objects that are 
identified by proper names: names Of persons, places, 
organizations, specific weapons systems, etc. These things are 
treated as identifiers, and are not limited or controlled. 
Examples of identifiers would be: 


HELMUT KOHL 
THAILAND 
ORGANIZATION OF PETROLEUM EXPORTING COUNTRIES (OPEC) 


Identifiers could be proper names of things belonging to the 
subject class of a descriptor. Using the previous examples, one can 
see: 


Descriptor Identifier 

AIRCRAFT BOEING 747 

MISSILES So =—210 

STRATEGIC STUDIES INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTE 


FOR a TRATEGEC STUDIES 


NB: Not all descriptors have associated identifiers; however, all 
identifiers 'belong! to a descriptor. In other words, one can use 
only “descriptors to ‘index ‘an’ item, ‘but ‘one can’ never use only 
identifiers to index an item. 


There is a type of identifier that is not a proper name, but rather 
a regular noun that is a candidate term for use as a descriptor. 
It can be a word of temporary value, subject to rapid change, 
inconsistent in its use in the literature, or does not meet the 


50 


general criteria for selection of descriptors (see Selection and 
Indexing Conventions p. 54). These identifiers may become 
descriptors if considerable use of them indicates they would be 
useful descriptors. 


Identifiers are not controlled, and thus they can be indexed and 
stored without constantly distorting the shape and structure of the 
thesaurus. Partial lists of the most commonly used types of 
identifiers -- countries, treaties, weapons systems, etc. -- have 
been compiled and are provided in the appendices. However, because 
they are not controlled, no complete list of them exists. 


The real key to using descriptors and identifiers lies in using a 


combination of the two. Subject access by descriptors provides a 
universal view of an aspect of the domain of knowledge. For 
example: 

REGIONAL CONFLICTS -- will retrieve all materials on regional 


conflicts that have been indexed. 


Access by identifiers will retrieve all aspects of the domain of 
knowledge about a specific object; for example: 


MIDDLE EAST -- will retrieve all materials on the Middle East that 
have been indexed. 


And, by using the above terms together, one can get at all the 
information on the MIDDLE EAST and REGIONAL CONFLICTS. 


A second example: 


NUCLEAR-POWERED SUBMARINES -- will access all materials that have 
been indexed as containing information about nuclear-powered 
submarines. 


TRAFALGAR -- will access all materials that contain significant 
reference to the term TRAFALGAR. 


NUCLEAR-POWERED SUBMARINES AND TRAFALGAR -- will access all 
materials that contain reference to the TRAFALGAR class NUCLEAR- 
POWERED SUBMARINES; i.e.,the process weeds out any reference to any 
form of TRAFALGAR that is not related to NUCLEAR-POWERED 
SUBMARINES, and any form of NUCLEAR-POWERED SUBMARINES that is not 
related to TRAFALGAR. 


A Note on Indexing Specificity 


As a general rule when you are indexing, avoid using the broadest 
or most general descriptors unless the subject matter itself is 
broad or general in nature. Instead, index using the descriptors 
that most precisely represent the information in the document you 
have. For example:

If you have an article on sea-launched cruise missiles and 

their guidance systems, choose the descriptor "SEA-LAUNCHED CRUISE 
MISSILES". Use it in conjunction with "GUIDANCE SYSTEMS" and add 
the relevant identifiers - e.g.,"Tomahawk" (a type of sea-launched 
cruise missile). 


Make ‘use’ of the* Nis," Bis’ and’ RTs" attached! to a®@descriptory'oThey 
can point you to a more relevant descriptor, which in turn may have 
useful NTs, BTs or RTs attached to it. 


How you index a document will depend in part on the nature of your 
clientele and the size of your collection, as well as on the 
document itself. If the collection is small enough in this area, 
the’ specificity of "SEA-LAUNCHED CRUISE MISSILES! omayumotit be 
necessary, J UCRUILSE MISSILES Ore evens UMLSST RESO will surtice:, 
Likewise, an article on sea-launched cruise missiles may be 
relevant to general information on cruise missiles and therefore 
could be indexed using both "CRUISE MISSILES" and "SEA LAUNCHED 
CRUISE MISSL LESS. 


Canadian exceptions 


To highlight the Canadian aspect of this thesaurus, identifiers 
which represent the names of official Canadian organizations, or 
international organizations with important Canadian involvement, 
have been placed in the main body of the thesaurus as descriptors; 
for example: 


NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY ORGANIZATION (NATO) 
CANADIAN INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT AGENCY (CIDA) 
CANADIAN SECURITY INTELLIGENCE AGENCY (CSIS) 
UNITED NATIONS (UN)

The terminology for identifiers of proper names of weapons systems 
is based upon the names employed by Jane’s Publishing Company 
(London; New York) whose many publications, including 


Jane’s Weapons Systems and Jane’s Defence Weekly, are excellent 
sources of information. 


Non-terms: certain terms appear in the thesaurus that are not used 
as’ part of the -controlledy vocabulary or descriptors; they exist 


solely to point the user to the correct descriptor. They are in 
lower case letters and always appear with ‘/Use/’ to guide users 
to the descriptors used by the thesaurus. For example:

Users can then have 
the choice of restricting themselves to the use of these 
descriptors, or going into the greater detail provided for in the 
body of the thesaurus. 


This abbreviated thesaurus is a suggested list. Those with 
different types of collections might wish to go through the 
thesaurus and create their own abbreviated thesaurus that better 
reflects the balance of their own collection. The abbreviated 
thesaurus is not designed to interact with the full thesaurus in 
indexingisand retrieving! citations: =the” hevel"-ofs specificity 
exercised in the full thesaurus means that many documents indexed 
using the full thesaurus will not be indexed under broader 
descriptors in the abbreviated thesaurus. (see "A note on indexing 
Specmricirey i b..

Descriptors are chosen by how pertinent they are in relation to the 
core areas of the CIIPS mandate. There are many specific terms to 
describe aspects of arms control, conflict resolution, defence and 
disarmament; but general concepts and subjects peripheral to the 
main area of the mandate are limited to a few umbrella terms. For 
example, we have:

An effort has been made to choose descriptors which are as 
objective and politically neutral as possible.

Some non-terms which reflect common usage, but which may 
reflect an inadvertent bias, have been retained as access points 
to lead to the correct descriptor; for example:

The appendices are not meant to be complete or exhaustive. In the 
study of peace and security issues, the names of specific 
organizations, doctrines, weapons systems, concepts, etc., are 
constantly changing. In such a mutable environment an attempt has 
been made to collate these identifiers in separate lists that can 
be revised continually without upsetting the harmony and structure 
of the thesaurus. 


Appendices are developed in-house as the need for them arises. 
They are not designed to be definitive beyond their use in the 
thesaurus, nor are they designed to be complete and all-inclusive. 
They are merely suggestive and helpful references to be used in 
conjunction with the thesaurus. 


Criteria for the selection of an identifier for an appendix are 
the commonality of use and the existence of many variants that 
demand standardization. 


Identifiers are grouped by their common association with a 
descriptor. For example, there is an appendix to ARMS CONTROL 
TREATIES AND AGREEMENTS, and an appendix to the most often referred 
to INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS. 


Two appendices are different: 


all the identifiers that are of specific interest to Canadians 
are placed in the thesaurus. A _ list of these is reproduced in 
Appendix A.
